u his Time, tho' great andrich, compar'd 
to what it was before—He faund the No- 
bility powerful and ableta bring Armies of 
their Tenants into the Field, arm'd and 
provided as well as the Prince, and to ſuckr 
he was btholden for his Conqueſt of that 
rich Trract. He found the poor Tenant 
in abſolute Vaſſallage, who paid his Rent 
to his Lord oftentimes with the Blood of 
his Son', and ſometimes. of himſelf, and 
held bis Lands noc y the Strength of hig. 
Purſe, paying, Revit ta the Lord, but by 
tie Strength-of his Hands, fighting his 
Quacrrels uftcn againft his $5v27zeign. 

As to Trade, he found the Land pro- 
dutitive of a yaſt Quan: ity of Wool, which 
was Cafry'd abroad from the izncrant and 
flochful Zpgliſh, for in a Land of Bondage ihe 
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People are always ſo, to the diligent, la- 
borious, becauſe a free Nation, zhe Fle- 
mings : Antwerp was the Staple, there went 
our Wool, -and the induſtrious Flemiogs 
working this Wool into all Sorts of Cloths, 
Stuffs, anc Woolſen ManufaQtures, cloath'd 
our Notbin:;-doing People Pe with their 
own Wo::}, nay cloati'd. the Wole Wald, 
and made th<mfſclves inane rich wy ns 
wheat we might bave done ſelves, For 
we alone had the Matetials.”- «Af 
And this by the way was the Riſe of all 
the oppulent Cities 1n that froitfyl Coun- 
try, and of the prodigious Numbers of 
the People, who flocking thither from all 
Parts of Europe, Frante, , and Germany, 
meerly for the Sake of the ManufaQture, 


made th? 17-Provinces the: moſt populous 


Place the World ever ſaw, the Land" of 
Canaan excepted. 

No Body will pretend, this Country was 
produgive of People more than other Parts 
of the World, or pleaſanter to live in ; on 
the contrary it was leſs habitable than any 
of the adjacent Countries, and in ſome 
Places not fit for People to live in at al, a 
meer Bog or a Fen, in daily Hazard of 
drowning, and under a thouſand Inconve- 
njences from the Sea, and the vaſt Inland 
Waters. - This - was the Caſe of North- 
Holland, Zeaiand, the Pau de Waes Cadſant, 
the Country about Rotrerd.mm, Sluice, Oſtend, 
Ghent, Oc. but it was the Plenty of Manu- 
faures, the mighty Trade, the Engliſh 
Wosel that brought the People thither, and 
this Elux of People encourag'd and gave 
Birth to all theix other Improvements. 

And this &, farther obſervable in it, 


That the People there being wiſe and po-. 


litick, and knowing that the Increaſe of 
People muſt at laft be their Wealth and 

trength, open'd their Doors to all Nations 
that would ſettle among them, gave them 
all thz Naturalizativn Privileges and Cor- 
poration-Privileges tizey could z and thi; 
brought all Nations t2 chem, for no Man 
can ſhow another Reaſon, why that Coun- 
try ſhou!d &e fo full of Pecple. 

But to return to England, Henry Vile a 
Polircick Prince, and thoruwiy acquainted, 
not with his own Country only, but with 
Foreiga Parts alſo, baving livd in a long 


Baniſhment abroad, immediately found, 
that two Things, were wanting to him 
to eftabliſh his Kingdom, and make him 
Great. 1, Trade for the Communs. 2+ 
Reducing bis Nobility. 

To do the Firſt, he encourag'd the ma- 
king of Broad Cloth and other Man':faQtures 
at home; and this he did by inviting Fo- 
reigners to come and ſettle here, to whom 
he gave large Immunities and Privileges, 
and to ſome private Rewards; and thusthe 
Wool began to ftay at home, the People 
began to ſpin, and weave, and work, and - 
the Conſequence of this was, they got 
Money, and grew rick—Atlaſt, as Wealth 
encreas'd, ſo did our Wit, and we came 
to prohibit the ſending our Wool abroad ar 
all, but inftead of it, to make all the Manu- 
factures at home that were formerly made 
abroad—And what was the Conſcquencce 
of this? The Thing was plain, when the 
Wool could nat come to the Manufacturers, 
the ManufaQurers came to the Wool ; 
when they (the Flemings) could not make 
the Goods at home for Want of Materials, 
they (the Engliſh) got all the Trade, and 
became the Clothers of the Worid;- and the 
Merchants of the World, as the Flemings 
were before. 

- Thus England grew firſt wiſe, then po- 
'pulous, then rich———— Wiſdom laid thz 
Foundation, Trade was the SuperſtcuRure, 
Trade brought the Peaple, and the People 
the- Wealth And this went grow- 
ing on till Qu2en Elizabeth's Time ———— 
When the foolith Sparzzrd, blind to his own 
Intereſt, and not content with commanding 
one of the greateſt People in the World, 
the Dutch, ſends the Devil among them, 
I mean his Deputy the D.d* Alva, he falls 
foul vpon both their Civil-and Religious 
Liderty,- brings the Inquiiitioa upon one, 
and the Tenth Penny upon t'cther, ard ſo 
made his Maſter Great tbe ſhorteſt wyy ; the 
united Provinces rebel, and after a War of 
42 Years are diſmem'1red from Spain, and 
all the Proteftants of the other- Proviaces 
remove tO them And in the wean 
time Thouſands of them flock over ta Enp- 
land, eſpecially the ManufaQuring People, 
and that prudent Queen, kaowiag the Ad- 
vantage of a populous Government, not: 
| only 


only -open'd the Doors to them, but gave 
them all poſſible Encouragements;' mide 
them Free. of Corporations, ſettled them 
wherever they pleas'd, cheriſh'd and ne- 
courag'd them by all Ways "imaginable; 
and what was the Conſequence ? With 
them came our ManufaQtures to PerfeRion, 
they brought over all the remaining Parts 
of it, they were our Schook Mafters in the 
ſeveral Parts of England, they eredted the 
Bay-Trade nt Colcheſter, the Sayes at. Ipſ- 
wich, «now at Sudbury, the Stuffs at Nor- 
wich, and the Stockings all over Norfolk, 
they planted that Prodigy of a Clothing at 
Leeds and Halifax, which now employs 
300coo People in the Weſt Riding of York. 

O the Advantage ! The mighty Service 
the Devil has done in ths World, by that 
Glorious Thing call'd Perſecution ! How 
are we beholden to him in theſe Parts of 
the World ? Queen EJix-beib entertain'd 
200000 Foreigners, dnd where are they ? 
They are all run to Szed; they were ſown 
Foreigners, and they came up True-Born- 
Engliſhmen; and ſom*' of their Pofterity 
are perbaps blind envugh now to be Peti- 
tioners 2gainft this Bill. 

But let cs go on with. the Hiſtory ; the 
n2xe Step was from France, and there the 
Fucy of the Guiſes, the Maſſacre of Par, 
the Blefſing of the -Holy League c2rry'd on 
the depopulating Work ;.. and what . fol- 
low'd? Away ran the poor People - into 
Erpland, and fill the Queen entertain'd all 
that came, tbe wiſeſt Thing She ever dil— 
And .thus began the .Szttlement of the 
French at Canterbury, Dover, and all that 
Part, where Thouſands of them have fince 
dwindled away into Englifb Men,. and have 
learn'd fince to fight againſt the Sons of 
thoſe Fools that drove them from home, 
and” help'd us to humble that invincible 
Monarche 

And now mark the Reverſe of theſe 
Politicks ; That Wiſe Queen having ſlept 
with her Fathers and. Mothers, in comes 
King Fames I. that wiſe, learned, ſober, 
juſt, cleanly Creature, and he following 
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the Policy and:Vigour of his Predeceffor, 
juſt as exaUly 'as Reboboam did his Father 
Solomon, truly to make the Kingdom com- 
pleatly hippy, he falls to chat very Work 
that had ruin'd his Neghbours, 4a»d begins 
with Perſecution Away ran the poor 
Puritans, ſome to France, ſame to Holland, 
and to New Eng!and ſuch Swarms, that the 
Council had ic under Confideration; - whe>- 
ther they ſhould not ſtop them for Felr of 
depopulating the Kingdom, for Depopula- 
—_— always, till now, counted 2 Miſ- 
chief. 

No, ſays the Old Kiag, let th:m go ; and 
ſo he loſt at leaft 60000 of his People, 
whereof 13000 went to New England in leſs 
than two Years; and had not be that em- 
ploy'd him in that bleſſed Work, ſent for 
him, to pay him his Wages, GOD knows, 
whether ten times that Number mighs noc 
bave fled. But his Succefior King Charles 
was wiſer, and 'the Troubles that follow'd 
put a Stop to the Flight. 

But ſay ſome of the Oppoſers of this Bin, 
this will be to opea the Sluces of your 
Trade, and to pull] down the Defences of 
your priviledg-d Cities and Burrough:, and 
let in an Inundation of Foreigners, to ez: 
the Bread out of the Mouths of our People. 

Alas for our Corporation-Tyranny ! 

'Theſe are Companies with excluGve Pri- 
vileges with a Vengeance! What an Out- 
cry have we here agaiaſt the 4jricin Come 
pany, becauſe tbey ſceic an exciutve Trad-,.

Are they not ail petty Tyrannies £ And are 
not Thouſands of pour iaduſtricus People 
ftacy'd or driven to great Extremeties for 
Want of Employ, only becauſe tacy are 
not Freemen, when perhaps theFreeman is a 
Droae, and wiil nvt work ? This is but a 
little "of the exce!Nent Advagtages of Cor- 
poration-Tyranny, which ] thall ſhow at 
large 11 its PIRcCe».
